* Republican 

mind” is a 

phrase now cur- 

rent in Wash- 

ington political 
discussion. 

It is heard 
for the same 
reason that the 
‘Southern bloc’’ 
was heard so 

often during the 
years of Democratic ‘le. 

Just. as Southern senators and 
congressmen controlled a heavy 
majority of the important com- 
mittees because their long ten- 
ure in office enabled them to at- 
tain chairmanships by reason of 
seniority, Midwestern Republi- 
cans have succeeded them. 

It was the Midwest which kept 
the Republican party in exist- 
ence, with a few assists from 
Vermont. and Maine, from 1932 
until victory after 20 years in 
1952. It is the Midwest mentality 
which has been regional (to a 
degree equalling the South's 
fierce regionalism) and _isola- 
tionist (as far as the South was, 
and is, not). 


Mentality 


It is the Midwest Republicanism 
which always backs a loser 
in the Republican conventions, 
as it did with Segator Taft at 
Chicago last summer. It is the 
Midwest Republican mentality 
which wants to “go it alone;” 
to have no relationship with for- 
eign nations; to approach all 
issues with a dogmatic attitude 
which wins them no friends; 
which refuses compromise; 
which is often wrong but never 
in doubt: which learns nothing 
from past errors; which follows 
the thinking of a General Mac- 
Arthur instead of a General Ei- 
senhower; which is aroused by 
the tragedy of Korea but fails ut- 
terly to comprehend that the 
British are having a similar test 
and sorrow in Malaya and that 
the French fight one in Indo- 
china which is about twice as 
old as that in ‘Korea; and, 
finally, never to understand that 
all three are a part of the whole 
linked-up boundary of defense 
against Communism. 

It is a mentality much more 
rigid than that of the South, with 
which it is now being compared 
in Washington because, in a very 


real sense, it is Midwestern Re- | 


publicans who have replaced 
Southerners as heads of impor- 
tant committees. 

Midwesterners heading House 
committees are: Clifford R. Hope 
(Kansas), Agriculture; Dewey 
Short (Mo.), Armed Services; 
Jesse P. Wolcott (Mich.), Bank- 
ing and Currency; Clare Hoff- 
man (Mich.), Government Opera- 
tions; Robert B. Chiperfield (IIl.), 
Foreign Affairs; Kar] LeCompte 
(Iowa), House Administration; A. 
L. Miller (Neb.), Interior Affairs: 
Chauncey W. Reed (Ill.), Judici- 
ary; Alvin F. Weichel (Ohio), 
Merchant Marine and Fisheries; 
Edward R. Reese (Kansas), Post- 
office and Civil Service; George 
A. Dondero (Mich.), Public 
Works; Leo Allen (Ill.), Rules;

The Key 


Senator Robert A. Taft is the 
key to al] this. An unpredictable 
man, of temper, he has but to 
throw in with the Midwestern 
mind, to which he has leaned 
in the past, to force a head-on 
contest between the foreign and 
domestic policy of President 
Eisenhower. It is no secret the 
Midwestern mind did not want 
the Generai at Chicago. 

It is, with few exceptions, this 
group of Republicans which, in 
committee meetings, has tried 
to pick each administration pro- 
posal to pieces to see if it con- 
tained something which might be 
attacked so as to reflect on 
Harry Truman, Dean Acheson or 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, instead 
of going on with legislation or 
appointments. 

Candor compels one to say 
that had it not been for the fact 
that Senator Taft, without ques- 
tion, has given full co-operation 
to the administration, it would 
now be in deep trouble. Only a 
direct appeal to the people by the 
President, with whom he holds 
an almost unique position of af- 
fection and confidence, which is 
increased by the first 60 days, 
could he triumph in such a situa- 
tion. — 

Only Taft can steer the Eisen- 
hower administration through 
the rocks and shoals of the pe- 
culiar mentality of the typically 
Midwestern Republicans.

In Oil Block 
All 3 Types

NEW YORK, March 26 (®—The 
new polio vaccine has passed its 
first human hurdle—safe success 
in 90 children and adults, a young 
scientist announced tonight. 

It gave them all protection 
against all forms of polio, with 
complete safety. 


But he cautioned against think- 
ing that a practical vaccine now 
is here for everyone to kill polio’s 
sting. He indicated many more hu- 
mans must be tested cautiously 
first. 

Yet this does mark a triumphant 
step toward that goal. The vaccine 
is the same one disclosed last Jan- 
uary by the National Foundation 
for Infantile Paralysis as having 
succeeded in animals and a few 
humans. 

The New York Times said Thurs- 
day night that it may take at 
least, another year or more than 
likely two to three years before 
the vaccine can be made avail- 
able with safety for general use. 

Tonight the results of the first 
sizable human tests were an- 
nounced by Dr. Jonas E. Salk, 38, 
the father of three children, and 
professor of research bacteriology

161 TESTED 

He tested 161 persons, 4 to 40 
years old, with several forms of 
vaccines, he wrote in the journal 
of the American Medical Asso- 
ciation. 

The best-bet vaccine is a creamy 
one made out of all three types of 
polio virus, grown in test-tube 
farms, and then killed or inacti- 
vated with formaldehyde. 

Disarmed this way, the viruses 
can’t cause polio, but still can 
stimulate the human body to pro- 
duce antibodies, the agents to 
fight off invading live viruses.

Deplores M cCarthy 


Those mentalities which have ap- 
plauded Senator McCarthy’s use of the 
Communist and Hitlerian techinques, 
and which take a vast* and sadistic 


pleasure in them, will not be pleased 


with President Dwight D. Eisenhower. 

The President on Thursday stood 
before the press and said he is strongly 
backing Ambassador-designate Bohlen, 
under attack by McCarthy and the 
fiest like chorus which yaps in his 
wake. President Eisenhower declared 
he is saddened by the extremists in his 
party who Have divided it by unwise 
action when they were not in possession 
of the facts. 

He said that he, the President, had 
been a guest in Bohlen’s home, had 
played golf with him, and listened to 
his philosophies. 

While forthrightly endorsing Boh- 
len, the President was reluctant to em- 
phasize the split in Republican ranks, 
brought on by the extreme McCarthy 
ruthlessness, unsupported by facts or 
evidence. Yet, he did speak out, as 
all decent Americans must. , 

Let all Americans note, too,’ the 
President said that Bohlen, charged 
with having given,loyal support to the 
State department during the Demo- 
cratic administration, had thereby done 
no wrong. A career man follows the 
policies, he said, and he would expect 
a loyal man, as Bohlen is, to follow the 
policies of the present State depart- 
ment. 

That is good sense. It is the Ameri- 
can way. 


It is disgraceful and harmful to gov-— 


ernment that McCarthy may make sus- 
pect all government workers who loy- 
ally supported the directives given 
them by their superiors. The President 
noted that during the war he himself 
would have been traitorous not to have 
been loyal to his. 

To hunt out Communists is one 
thing. To make a personal circus and 
a sadistic distortion of truth to further 
political ambition is another. The Pres- 
ident is right in deploring extremists. 
We trust the Senate, having butted 
heads with McCarthy once, will be 
ready to do so again. 

The President has done all of us a 
favor.

He’s No Chinese Tito 


Hopes for driving a wedge between 
Communist China and the Soviet hgve 
suffered a setback with the announce- 
ment that Russia has signed a trade 
pact that will build up China’s indus- 
try in return for raw materials from 
that .country. Such an arrangement 
will be advantageous to both nations. 
It is difficult to. envision Mao becom- 
ing another Tito in the near future. 

Historically, the struggle for China 
has been a struggle for trade. Russian 
ambitions in that area are not new. 
Since Theodore Roosevelt’s Open Door 
policy was established, the competition 
for Chinese markets and raw materials 
ha. been essentially a battle to prevent 
- Russian domination of this vast domain 
and its teeming millions. 

Even though United States trade 
with the Chinese has never been very 
profitable, our involvement there has 
kept us in constant conflict with the 
Russians and the Japanese. The revo- 
lution that Western ideas set in motion 
a half century before was seized upon 
by the Communists to take over China 
and Russia won the objectives it had 
held for a century. The Reds seized 
direction of the revolution while we, 
with our historical policy of noninter- 
ference in the internal affairs of other 
nations, let them win by default. 

Actually, the threat that a Commu- 
nist China offers to the West in Asia 
is much greater than the mere loss of 
trade with China itself. The rest of 
the Asiatic continent, particularly 
Southeast Asia with its storehouse of 
raw materials that we must have, is 
the ultimate prize the Communists seek.

The members of the Senate have a sol- 
emn duty to perform in weighing the quali- 
fications and personal history of every man 
who is nominated for high office and who 
is subject to confirmation “by and with 
the advice and consent of the Senate.”’ In 
times like the present, the man who goes 
to Moscow as the American ambassador 
should be above all Suspicion—and, in this 
case particularly, above political suspicion. 
For anybody who reads last week’s testi- 
mony by Bohlen as he so adroitly defended 
what happened at Yalta cannot but be con- 
vinced that he is an apologist for expedi- 
ency and acquiescence in modern diplo- 
macy and that he is scared by Soviet 
Russia. He evidently feels about the Com- 
munist government at. Moscow as so many 
of the Truman-Acheson appointees did— 
namely, that nothing could have been done 
to prevent the enslavement of Poland, for 
example, in the face of Russia’s open vio- 
lation of the principles of the Atlantic 
Charter. 

The Bohlen episode was a political de- 
feat for the Republican Party and for the 
cause of moral principle which was tragi- 
cally abandoned at Yalta. By seeming to 
accept Bohlen’s views on Yalta, the Repub- 
lican Party has yielded to expediency, too, 
and the moral case for ‘“‘liberation’’ in 
Europe has been damaged.

When there is a vacancy 
a number of boys may be called to take 
examinations. But of those selected only 
one may be chosen. The others must go 
back to try again next year, or maybe 
never to get another chance. 

The various political subdivisions of 
Rome selected their candidates each year, 
but out of the group presented only a few 
were chosen. The others returned home to 
serve.in other ways. . In the eyes of their 
neighbors, and in their own eyes, they were 
failures. But not so in the Kingdom of 
God. God rewards all men according to 
their spirit and the state of their heart. 
We judge each other by results. God judges 
by intentions, 


In the early morning the workers would 
go to the market place and stand and wait 
for the land owners to come and hire their 
laborers for the day.

London Sees Little Hope 
For ‘Wally’s’ Recognition 


LONDON, March 26—(INS)—Speculation as to whether the 
status of the Duchess of Windsor would change in the Britisn 
royal family with the death of Dowager Queen Mary ran heavily 
tonight to the belief that nothing would be changed. 


It has been widely felt that 
opposition of the Dowager 
Queen was a major factor in 
the failure of the royal family 
to recognize and receive the 
former Baltimore divorcee as 
one of its own. 

However, a sometimes over- 
looked roadblock to acceptance 
of the Duchess has been the 
Church of England, whose op- 
position has been unrelaxed. 

Sources close to the royal 
family pointed out tonight that 
both Dowager Queen Mary and 
Queen Elizabeth pointedly rec- 
onciled with the Duke of Wind- 
sor but never made any public 
move toward accepting his 
Duchess, the American woman 


for whom he gave up the Brit- 
ish throne. 

Queen Mother Elizabeth also 
is reported to be against ac- 


ceptance of the Duchess by the 
royal family. Sources close to 
the palace say she is bitter 
about the abandonment of the 
throne by Edward, whose abdi- 
cation brought the crown to her 
husband, the late George VI. 

Queen Mary regularly re- 
ceived visits from The Duke, 
her son, but never the Duchess. 

The Duchess of Windsor— 
“sreatly distressed’’ by the news 
of Queen Mary’s death—went 
into seclusion in her Waldorf- 
Astoria Towers apartment in 
New York.

Inevitable

Nature’s girdle is capable of | 


keeping a gal’s figure in beau- 
tiful shape for a lifetime. But 
let these interlacing middle 
muscles lose tone and this gir- 
dle is as limp and shapeless as 
a worn-out two-way stretch. 


The middle spread is so com- 
mon, we almost look upon it as 
natural, and part and parcel of 
middle age. But age is not the 
cause. In this push-button era 
we do not use the figure con- 
trolling muscles enough to keep 
them toned. 


EASY EXERCISE 


A little easy exercise will help 
put live tone back in the girdle 
muscles. Then right use of: the 
muscles to maintain good pos- 
ture will keep them in bracing 
tone. In sitting, push the back 
of the hips against the back of 
the chair. This doesn’t take ef- 
fort, but it will contract and 
strengthen the front abdominal 
wall. 

The exercise is to raise hips 
a few inches off the floor and 
hold as arms are stretched 


'. back on floor overhead. This 


exercise position restores or- 
gans to normal place. Holding 
hips off the floor as you pull 
up with the lower abdominal 
muscles, stretching arms over- 
head, tones the muscles. The 
exercise sounds complicated, 
but it is simple and effective. 
Start with 6 times, increase to 
12 or more. 


HAMMOCK SWING 


Follow with a hammock 
swing exercise, taken from the 
same position. Raise hips off 
floor, and swing hips slightly 
toward one side, pulling in and 
up forcibly with the side-front 
muscles. Tilt hips toward the 
other side, again pulling strong- 
ly. Make sure the abdominal 
muscles take the action ... the 
hip swing is incidental.

‘Life Is Like 
A Consomme’ 


Except for Christmas cards, I hadn’t heard from Patricia 
Bronte since the days of 1943 when she toiled in the vineyard of 
The Constitution newsroom on a staff which was rapidly losing 
its men to the. armed forces. 

She was a beautiful, long-legged girl who even then had an 
ear for the language. I remember she was the first person I ever 
heard say, “Jeez, kid, what gives?’’ and for years those of us 
who knew Pat used to greet each other with that question as a 
sort of memorial to.the lovely, curious outlander who had dwelled 
and worked among us for a while. 


She was married and after a few months she went on to 
Chicago where, we later learned, she had a baby and then a new 
job on a Chicago newspaper. Occasionally she would send us 
post cards and if anybody we knew passed through Chicago we 
would say, ‘‘Call up Pat Bronte,’”’ but — she was away or our 
traveling friends forgot. 


Then the other day through the mail came a book from a 
Chicago publisher and on the cover there was Pat's name: “Vittles 
and Vice,”’ by Patricia Bronte. 

A hasty. glance showed me that it was at least partially a cook 
book and I was surprised that Pat had taken to cooking. But a 
closer examination reassured me. 

“Vittles and Vice’’ is more than a cook book. It is a highly 
entertaining guide to Chicago eating places, well seasoned with 
stories about the proprietors and the most famous or infamous 
guests—and it is written with Pat Bronte’s old sure instinct for 
putting down the patois of the day. 


She tells us where Clarence Darrow went for clam chowder 
and baked oysters after his famous oration which saved Richard 
Loeb and Nathan F. Leopold Jr. from the gallows in 1924. (Jim 
Ireland's a also beloved by Sophie Tucker, Charlie Chaplin, 
Fatty Arbuckle, Jack Benny and the late Gertrude Lawrence, 
to name a few.) 


She writes wittily of how members of the Chicago press even- 
tually broke down the reticence of ‘‘Bobo’’ Rockefeller after her 
separation from Winthrop Rockefeller, persuading her to talk 
in the warm, secure and friendly atmosphere of Isbell’s. (This 
comes with a recipe for chicken livers and wild rice, beef a la 
Deutsch, shrimp de Jonghe and a drink which you may know 
but I didn’t, called ‘‘Grasshopper.’’) 

She covers Chicago history and the Gold Coast families, the 
bloody and turbulent years of prohibition, the raucous Bohemian- 
ism of the Dill Pickle Club. She tells how Betty Hutton fell in 
love (time before last) over ribs at Tommy McDonnell’s and 
includes a recipe for Farmer’s Breakfast (onions, mushrooms, 
diced ham, two eggs) and a couple of drinks running heavily to 
absinthe, rum and brandy. 


In a chapter called “Life Is Like a Consomme,”’ she quotes 
Henri Charpentier, the predecessor of all famous Chicago cooks, 
as saying: ‘“‘What makes a life? I am not simply a man, a res- 
taurateur living close to the kitchen. 


‘“‘No, I am an essence of all my experiences, since I was 
small and helpless. In the timbre of my voice, the shape of me, 
my response to another’s misery or happiness, in my affections 
and prejudices—my flavors, so to speak—I am like a consomme.”’ 

Reading her book made me realize how good it would be to 
‘see Pat Bronte again. Perhaps she will come back to Atlanta... 
and bring her apron.

Until 1943, Everett said, the 


only way such persons could get. 


their civil and political rights 
restored was to get a full pardon 
from the governor. 

The 1943 act which created the 
Pardon and Parole Board gives 
that board power to restore those 


rights upon application and in-| 
vestigation, Everett said, but 
only a handful of persons have 
ever made such application. 

A man or woman convicted of 
a felony or a misdemeanor involv- 
ing moral turpitude is deprived of 
the right to vote, serve on juries 


or hold public office, unless those 


rights are restored. Most in- 
dividuals who lose those rights 
never seek to regain them after 
serving their prison sentences, 
Everett said, because they don’t 
want to be embarrassed. 

The Pardon and Parole Board 
can restore those rights quietly 
and without publicity,

NEW YORK, March 26—(7— 

“One day where I was in 
Korea was worse than all the 
ring fighting I ever did.” 

Master Sergeant Lew Jenkins’. 
green eyes took on a haunted 
look, and he seemed fo be liv- 
ing again those terrible days 
and nights on Bloody Ridge 
and Heartbreak Hill. 

“There ain’t nothing like it, 
never,”” he said, ‘““‘There ain't 
nothing like the front-line 
troopers.

Dr. J. G. Woodroof; chairman 
of the food processing division, 
University of Georgia, speak- 
ing at the home freezing and 
canning short course, compared 
the economy of putting pies, 
cakes and sandwiches in a 
home fseeezer to storing news- 
papers in a safety deposit box 
at the bank. 

Quoting figures from a recent 
study as an example, Dr. Wood- 
roof explained that one cubic 
foot of freezer space will hold 
only 16 pounds of pound cake 
or pies valued at $8.89 and 
$14.04 respectively. This same 
space, he pointed out, will hold 
32 pounds of cut-up chicken or 
T-bone steak valued at $21.12 
and $31.50 respectively. 


HALF FOR MEAT 


Dr. Woodroof recommended 
that half.the space in home 
freezers should be used for 
meats, one-fourth for fruits and 
one-fourth for vegetables. 

Miss Ruth Broach, food pres- 
ervation specialist, agricultural 
extension service, reported on 
the amounts and kinds of foods 
being frozen in Georgia. She 
said a recent survey of 1,380 
families of 4,860 individuals 
showed that 47 per cent had 
home freezers and 18 per cent 
used freezer locker plants. 
REQUEST PICKLE RECEIPTS 

The average amount of food 
preserved by these families 
were 34 quarts canned per per- 
son and 92 pounds frozen per 
person. 

Miss Broach also reported 


that in a survey to determine 
food preservation interests of 
Georgia home makers it was 
found that information is most 
desired on successful pickle 
making, freezing cooked foods 
and preparation of vegetables 
for freezing, in that order.
